The fruits 
and vegetables of summer being even more enjoyable in winter 
when gathered and preserved from one’s own garden. What a 
comfortable feeling to have a liberal reserve of such good 
things, in gratifying variety between seasons, nutritious, whole- 
some and of known purity. In cellar, pit and barn may be 
stored apples, beets, cabbage, carrots, celery, onions, parsnips, 
potatoes, pumpkins, salsify, squash, turnips, etc., all keeping 
in their natural state as plump and fresh as if just out of the 
garden, and in addition to the above, with domestic co-opera- 
tion for the canning, preserving, pickling and evaporating, 
which under the newer methods with improved jars, etc., is now 
so simple and successful, a great variety of the more tender and 
delicious fruits and vegetables may beenjoyed “‘betweenseasons,”’ 
as asparagus, string and wax beans, limas, sweet corn, cucum- 
bers, mushrooms, green peas, spinach, tomatoes and a host of 
other good things. 

But the voice of the croaker is heard: “‘ Just as cheap and 
much less trouble to buy these things in stores.” Yes, if one is 
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satisfied with the adulterated, poisoned mysteries sold in stores, 
they are ‘‘less trouble,’ but home quality and home purity are 
not often found in commercial canned goods. Home QUALITY 
includes not only superior varieties or kinds of vegetables and 
fruit put up, but at the right stage of maturity. Homer quatity 
canned peas will be the deliciously rich wrinkled marrow peas 
canned when young and tender; commercial brands are usually 
round, hard-shell field peas Chey yield more), allowed almost 
to ripen, then ‘‘ soaked’ to bulk up, sweetened with coal tar 
saccharine and dyed green with poisonous copperas, they are then 
“‘salable.”?” HomME QUALITY canned corn will be veal sweet corn, 
gathered when a pressure of the thumb nail shows the kernels 
full of ‘‘milk,” then ‘‘put up” sweet, tender and luscious. 

HoME QUALITY canned tomatoes and catsups will be put up 
in glass, with ‘‘just ripe’’ tomatoes, the solid, sweet, meaty 
fellows that need no thickening. Commercial canned tomatoes, 
put up in dangerous tin, are too often half ripe and rotten ripe, 
adulterated one-half or more with pumpkin, dyed red with coal 
tar aniline or cochineal (dried insects), preserved with some 
injurious ‘‘preservative’’ and sweetened with saccharine; such 
stuff, beautifully labeled, is salable. And so we could continue 
to draw comparisons through the long list of fruits and vegetables 
preserved for future use. 

We do not know all of the “‘tricks of the trade,’ but enough 
to agree to Mrs. Rorer’s statement in her valuable little book 
“Canning and Preserving’’—‘‘In this age of adulteration, we 
know not what we eat, and as canning is such a simple operation, 
it 1s unfortunate that so many people use food put up tn factories.” 
We presume Mrs. Rorer refers only to factories whose food pro- 
ducts are adulterated, for we cannot think that all commercial 
canned goods are adulterated; at least some canners send out 
pure goods, and others honestly believe that the ‘‘food pre- 
servatives” so extensively used are what the compounders 
claim: tasteless, non-poisonous, innocent productions. A re- 
cent examination, however, by the Chemistry Division of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture shows that fifty-five of the 
sixty-seven samples analyzed contained poisonous or injurious 
chemicals. The report sums up by saying, ‘‘dependence cannot 
be placed on the claims of dealers in food preservatives.” 
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Chemical preservatives are, of course, used to arrest or de- 
stroy the germs of fermentation and decay in canned foods, in 
consequence there is a great temptation to abuse their use to 
insure the canner’s products against deterioration. To such an 
excess are these antiseptic and germicide ‘‘preservatives’’ some- 
times used that analysis has proven that the quantity consumed 
by one person during an average meal exceeds a physician’s 
dose, or sufficient to turn the scale against an invalid or ailing 
child, although adults in normal health often consume these 
doses with present impunity, but in time, if their consumption 
is persisted in, they will have a marked effect upon the system, 
interfering with the digestive ferments and gastric juices, dis- 
arranging and often causing ulceration of the stomach, and 
otherwise impairing digestion, which is responsible for serious 
subsequent ills. Some, also, have a very deleterious effect upon 
the blood, others irritate the eyes and mucous membrane. 

Among the many harmful substances used, either alone or in 
combination, for improving the appearance and preserving fruits, 
vegetables and foods, we mention the following:

Benzoic acid, an antiseptic that is rapidly replacing the use of salicylic acid in 
canned soups, vegetables, fruits, catsups, ete. 

Beta-Napthol, Benzoat of Soda, Borax, Borie Acid, are all antiseptics and 
germicides of marked toxic (poisonous) properties. 


Copperas (green vitrol), very poisonous, used for dyeing and hardening peas, 
beans, pickles, etc. 

Coal Tar Dyes (Aniline) and Cochineal (dried insects), both are used for coloring 
fruits, vegetables, etc. 

Formaldehyde, a microbicide extensively used for preserving milk and canned 
foods. 

Fluorine compounds are extensively used for preserving foods as they commu- 
nicate no taste, but all are antiseptics of marked toxic (poisonous) action. 

Pyroligneous acid, sometimes called liquid smoke, a creosote production. 

Saccharin, a coal tar product, 500 times sweeter than sugar, used to sweeten 
corn and other vegetables and fruits. 

Salicylic acid or its sodium compound, Salicylate of Soda, both powerful and 
very deleterious antiseptics, in fact ‘‘slow poisons’’ (allied to earbolio 
acid), extensively used to preserve fruit, vegetables, Boston baked beans, 
cider, wine, ete. 

Sulphurous acid, used to bleach asparagus, corn, mushrooms, ete., very poison- 
ous and injurious. Its use in foods, wines, ales, ete., being specifically 
prohibited in most civilized countries—excepting under restrictions for 
sterilizing wine casks, ete., to prevent fermentation.

On nearly all lawns there are un- 
sightly bare spots under the shade of 
trees, which have baffled all efforts to 
get into grass, but with this mixture 
there need be no further difficulty. It 
is a combination of fine, dwarf-growing, 
evergreen varieties, which in their wild 
or natural state are to be found growing 
in the woods or other sheltered and 
shaded spots. Ground that has been 
densely shaded by trees is frequently

The old favorite Hollyhock can seldom be flowered from seed before 
the second year, and as the young plants frequently winter-kill, it has 
limited the cultivation of the Hollyhock to those willing to give the 
young plants special winter care.

The flower buds, borne in clusters, vary in maturity from the de- 
veloping bud to the expanding flower; this characteristic accounts for 
the remarkably long flowering period, and, besides, the plants continu- 
ously push out side branches as well as new spikes from the base, all 
of which also develop their quota of flowers almost ad infinitum. Open 
flowers sometimes encircle the spikes compactly—veritable columns of 
bloom, but usually the flowers expand in irregular groups, wherever the 
buds are strongest, in a charmingly informal fashion. 

The diversity of forms and colorsamong the flowers affords many 

delightful surprises. Some plants produce densely double flowers 
without guards, others with guard petals; there are semi-doubles, then 
single sorts with small double or anemone-flowered centers, and single 
saucer-shaped flowers; some with smooth-edged petals, others flounced, 
fringed, etc., etc., and all flowers are usually very large, some measuring 
five inches across. In colors there is also great variety, some richly 
brilliant, others dainty and exquisite, then there are colors and tints 
blended in charming combinations. There are maroon, black, pink,

The 
plants are amenable to training, that is, the main stem may be kept at 
any desired height by pinching out the tip, or it may be kept low and 
induce earlier development in the side branches, thus forming a bush. 

Of course, these Hollyhocks, making such luxuriant growth in such 
a short time and blooming so abundantly, should be sustained for best 
and continuous results by planting them in deeply dug, thoroughly 
enriched soil; water liberally in dry weather,
